Henry H. Mock, formerly of Bedford, 


died at the Hahnemann hospital, Phil- 
adelphia, Thursday evening of last 
week. He was ill with appendicitis and 
was taken to the city on May 25. A suc- 
cessful operation was performed, but, 
owing to a weak heart, death resulted. 
The deceased was born in Lincoln 
township, this county, on October IS, 


1S65. 
In 1390 he was united in mar- 


riage to Miss Mary Girdner, of Bed- 
ford. He learned the printer's trade 
in the composing rooms of the Bed- 
ford Inquirer and after spending three 
years there he, about eight years ago, 
went to Huntingdon to work for the 
J. C. Blair company. He is survived 
by his wife and his father, Anthony 
Mock, of Huntingdon, and the follow- 
ing brothers and sisters: Elmer E. 
Mock, of Imlertown; Charles Mock, 
foreman of the Bedford Inquirer; Em- 
ma J. and Mary E Mock and Mrs 
George W. Trout, of Huntingdon. The 
remains were taken to Huntingdon 
Friday evening aud funeral services 
were held Suuday afternoon, conduct- 
ed by Rev. G. M. Klepfer, pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, of which 
Mr. Mock was a member. He also 
belonged to the Knights of Pythias, 
who attended the services in a body. 
The Knights gave expression to their 
esteem for their dead comrade by 
placing a beautiful floral pillow and 
wreath upon his coffin. Henry Mock 
was a young man of good character, 
generous.gentlemanly and industrious 
He had his life insured for 31,000. 


John Hamilton. 


John Hamilton, a well known color- 


ed citizen of Bedford, died at the alms- 
house Saturday night. He was born a 
slave in Hampshire county, Virginia, 
nearly eighty years ago. He was set 
free by his master, William Donlan, in 


1343 
and came to Bedford. For several 


years he worked for Maj. William 
Watson, at the Grove, and subsequent- 
ly secured employment at the Bedford 
Springs hotel, then owned by the An- 
dersons. While working in the ice 
house there we are informed that he 
ciughtcold, "which settled in his leg," 
making him a cripple. His employers 
gave him a home in Boydatown and for 
m-iny years he made and repaired boots 
and shoes. He n »s married twice — tr e 
first time to Sarah Elleu Brown. To 
this union two children were born, one 
of whom is still living, namely, Henry 
Hamilton. Mrs. Hamilton died fifteen

Governor Stone has signed the fol- 


lowing bills: 


The Snyder-Harris bill regulating 


the manufacture and sale of oleomarga- 
rine, butterine and other similar pro- 
ducts. 


Senate bill declaring the species of 


fish which are game fish and the spe- 
cies which are commercially valuable 
for food, regulating the catching aud 
encouraging the propagation of the 
same and providing for the appoint- 
ment of fish commissioners and war- 
dens. 


Senate bill providing for the protec- 


tion of fish in such parts of boundary 
lakes of more than 5,000 acres as the 
commonwealth has jurisdiction over 
and in water on any peninsula or in 
any bay adjacent to or connected with 
such lakes. 


Senate bill exempting from taxation 


the lands, buildings and funds of free 
public non-sectarian libraries in bor- 
oughs and townships, including reve- 
nues only partially sufficient for the 
maintenance of the same. 


House bill amending an act exempt- 


ing public property from taxation so 
as to provide that all property, real 
and personal, in actual use in churches 
and meeting houses and all burial 
grounds, shallbesubjectedto taxation^ 
unless the persons so using and occu- 
pying the same shall be seizer of the 
legal or equitable title in the realty 
and possessor of the personal property 
absolutely. 


House bill ratifying and confirming 


all paving done in third-class cities 
since May 22, 1895, without petition to 
property owners. 


House bill regulating the employ- 


ment and providing for the health and 
safety of men, women and children in 
manufacturing and other establish- 
ments, providing for their safety, and

Weekly Summary Imned By the Weather 


Bnrean. 


The weather bureau's weekly sum- 


mary of crop conditions is as follows: 


Practically an entire absence of rain 


over a large part of the Missouri and 
Upper Mississippi valleys has intensi- 
fied the drouth conditions previously 
extending in these districts, while the 
greater part of the region extending 
from the gulf coast to the lower lake 
region 
and New England 
suffered 


further from excessive rains. 
The 


week has been abnormally cool to the 
eastward of the Mississippi river and 
in the west gulf states, with frosts in 
the central Rocky mountain districts, 
upper lake region, Kansas and Okla- 
homa, causing little or no damage, 
except in northern Wisconsin, while 
temperatures much above the average 
occurred in the Upper Missouri and 
Red River of the North valleys. The 
northern Rocky mountain and Pacific 
coast districts experienced a very 
favorable week. 


On the whole, the week has been 


very unfavorable to corn, whieh.owing 
to low temperatures, has made very 
slow growth throughout the principal 
corn states, damage by cut worms 
being extensively reported. 
In the 


southern states further improvement 
in the condition of the crop is general- 
ly reported. Planting has been much 
retarded over the northern portion of 
the Middle Atlantic states and New 
England on account of cool, wet 
weather. 


In the states of the Lower Missis- 


sippi valley winter wheat has suffered 
further from drouth and damage from 
fly is 
more extensively reported 


throughout the winter wheat belt, 
the most marked deterioration being 
shown in the reports from Missouri. 
Harvesting has begun as far north as 
Arkansas and will begin in Kansas 
about the 15th. The crop in Oregon 
has improved and in California, where 
harvest is beginning, the largest yield 
in many years is promised. 


Spring wheat is generally in need of 


rain throughout the spring wheat 
region, especially in the Dakotas. The 
crop has, however, made fair progress 
in portions of the Dikotas, aud, not- 
withstanding the dry weather in Min- 
nesota, has made good growth. 


In the states of the Missouri and 


Upper Mississippi valleys, especially in 
the former, the oat crop is much 
in need of rain. 
In the Upper 


Ohio valley andTeunessea the condition 
of the crop is improved. 
Harvesting 


continues in the southern states. 


Cotton has made very slow growth 


generally throughout the cotton belt 
and is suffering for cultivation in the 
eastern and over portions of the cen- 
tral districts. Warmth, and in the 
eastern districts, dry weather, is gen- 
erally needed for cotton. 


Transplanting of tobacco has made 


rapid progress in Maryland, Virginia 
and Tennessee under favorable condi- 
tions. 
In Kentucky about one-half 


the crop has been transplanted, but 
the plants are small and are not start- 
ing well. ID the Carolinaa-tobacco-is- 
suffering from heavy rains. The plant 
beds in Ohio have been unfavorably 
affected. 


With the exception of apples, the 


general outlook for fruit is satisfacto- 
ry. Apples are dropping extensively 
and the prospects for this crop in many 
important apple states are not encour- 
aging.

At Iron Mountain, Mich., on Tues- 


day eight men were killed at the sev- 
enth level of the Lndington shaft of 
the Chapin mine by the fumes follow- 
ing an explosion of dynamite. 


A rowboat, containing a party of 


eight young persons from Philadelphia, 
was swept over Flat Rock dam, in the 
Schuylkill river, on Thursday of last 
week and seven of them were drowned 


On Saturday Mahala Smith, aged 70, 


charged with making a false affidavit 
to pension papers, was fined 81,000 in 
the federal court at Kansas City. By 
taking advantage of the bankruptcy 
law she will be able to obtain her 
release in 30 days. 


At the meeting of the board of direct- 


ors of thfi Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road company last week John K. 
Cowen 
tendered his resignation as 


president, to take effect June 1, and L. 
F. Loree, fourth vice president of 
the Pennsylvania company, was elect- 
ed as Mr. Cowen's successor. 


The two sections of the train carry- 


leg Buffalo Bill's show from Altoona 
to Lewistown collided near the former 
place early Saturday morning. Sev- 
eral of the employees of the show were 
injured, a dozen horses hurt, four of 
the sleeping cars telescoped and three 
of the stock cars broken. There were 
no fatalities. 


A cable despatch from Tien Tsin, 


China, says that the British Fusiliers, 
who where doing police duty, were 
attacked by French soldiers. Germans 
came to the aid of the French and in 
the fighting that followed a French- 
man was killed and four British and 
five Germans were wounded. Order 
was finally restored by a "strong Ger- 
man guard."

Friday morning at Lookout, Cal., a 
district which always has baen noted 
for quiet and good order.

»w-a»done by SO small-stock raisers, but 
none of the vigilantes were identified 
by the constable and his one assistant, 
whom they overpowered. Calvin Hall, 
aged 72 years,his three half-breed sons, 
Frank, Jim and Martin, and Dan Yantis 
were the victims.

offered a reward of $5,000 for tbe arrest 
and conviction of the lynchers. 


Judge Weiss, of Harrisburg, has 


handed down opinions in two import- 
ant cases brought by the common- 
wealth against the Pennsylvania Coal 
company and the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western Railroad company 
for the recovery of taxes on capital 
stock, in which he orders judgment to 
be entered for the commonwealth.

WASHIXGTOS, June*.—Mr. McKinley 


and Secretary Root had a clash of opin- 
ion as to the wording of the rejection 
of the action of the Cuban constitu- 
tional convention in making whole- 
sale additions to the Platt amendment, 
before accepting it, that threatened to 
be serious for a time. Mr. Root re- 
garded the action of the Cubans as a 
violation of pledges made by the Cuban 
delegates who visited Washington and 
wished to tell them so in plain words. 
Mr. McKinley, while not doubting the 
accuracy of Mr. Root's views, insisted 
upon making the rejection conciliato- 
ry, and, of course.had his way. Secre- 
tary Root is very sore on the subject 
and has a much smaller opinion of the 
Cubans than he had and privately calls 
them tricksters and similar names. 


Representative Livingston, of Geor- 


gia, said of the action of the governor 
of South Carolina, in declining to ac- 
cept the resignations of Sanators Till- 
man and McLaurin: "Governor Mc- 
Sweeney did exactly right. Tillman 
and McLaurin did wrong in resigning. 
A campaign would tear the state all to 
pieces and no good would come to any- 
body. Such a campaign would have 
been full of bitterness. The people of 
the state have been torn by politics for 
eleven years and a hot campaign thii 
year would undoubtedly have been det- 
rimental." 
The same sentiment has 


been expressed in Washington by many 
other Democrats.

The recent decision 
of t h e supreme 
pourt of the United 
States on the insu- 
lar cases has been 


more widely discussed than any opin- 
ion this tribunal has handed down 
within the last, quarter of a century. 
It has called forth a storm of criticism 
and condemnation from public men 
and newspapers of Republican as well 
as Democratic faith. The New York 
BeraM says the decision rests "on a 
basis more insecure than a foundation 
of sand." "It is not only opposed by 
the largest minority of which the court 
is capable, who declare, through the 
chief justice, that it 'overthrows the 
basis of our constitutional law,' but 
even the majority, while coinciding in 
the conclusion, could not agree in the 
reasoning by which it was reached. 
Three of the justices united in a dis- 
senting: opinion to show that though 
they concurred in the judgment they 
did so 'on grounds which were not 
only different from but in conflict with 
those expresssd by Justice Brown,' 
while another majority justice differ- 
ed from all these. There were, there- 
fore, three opinions to express the 
•views of the five justices who con 
ted the majority of the court."

Bourke Coekran, the able 


statesman, logical thinker and cour- 
ageous citizen, makes the following 
analysis of the court's decision: 


"One justice clearly holds that the 


Constitution itself does not extend 
at all to newly acquired possessions; 
eight justices that it does extend over 
them except as to some of its provis- 
ions—notably the revenue 
clause— 


while four insist that it covers every 
foot of territory over which the gov- 
ernment undertakes to exercise perma- 
nent sovereignty. 


"The prevailing opinion leaves the 


validity of every extra-constitutional 
law which congress may pass concern- 
ing these islands—other than revenue 
laws—an open question to be settled 
by a separate suit, thus in effect estab- 
lishing a kind of dispensing power in 
the court to sanction some exercises of 
authority and annul others, not in 
obedience to any fixed rule, but ac- 
cording to what it may be pleased to 
consider the circumstances of each 
case. 


"In overruling squarely and specif- 


ically prior judgments of Chief Justice 
Marshall and Chief Justice Taney, the 
decision impairs its own prospect of 
stability as a controlling precedent." 


In Mr. Cockran's opinion, the decis- 


ion, instead of settling controverted 
questions, opens the doors wide and 
invites future litigation and the end 
will be that the conclusions of the 
minority on the supremacy of the Con- 
stitution will be vindicated over "the 
decision reached in a tumult of con- 
fusing contradictory opinions by an 
irreconcilably discordant majority." 
It is a fact worthy of note that the 
opinions which, taken collectively, re- 
flect the views of the public, are not 
the statements of narrow partisans. 
They some from journals and states- 
men of standing and probity who be- 
long to all the different political 
parties of this country. The Chicago 
Times-Herald, a Republican paper, says 
that "although this is a John Marshall 
year, Justica Brown's opinion casts 
his historic decision on the funda- 
mental question aside and reverses it. 
Our Chicago contemporary ascribes 
Justice White's concurrence to the 
Louisiana sugar interest and Justice 
Shiras' to the fact that "he hails from 
Pittsburg, the smelting furnace of 
protection." 


A Democratic justice united in the 


Brown decision, two. Democrats and 
two Republicans being against it. 
Chief Justice Fuller, in his dissenting 
opinion, was faithful to tried and true 
tenets when he stated that "the Con- 
stitution was written in order to define 
and limit and keep within its restrict- 
ed boundaries all persons and depart- 
ments of government, and was meant 
to leave no room for the play and 
action of purely personal and arbi- 
trary power." And he uttered the 
truth when he said that "the powers 
delegated by the people to their agents 
are not enlarged by the expansion of 
the domain within which they are ex- 
ercised." "To hold otherwise," he de- 
clared, "is to overthrow the basis of 
our constitutional law," 


Justice Harlan, a life-long Repub- 


lican, in endorsing the opinion of his 
Democratic colleague—Justice Fuller— 
asserted that "if the principles, now 
announced should ever receive the 
sanction of a majority of this court the 
result will be a radical and mischiev- 
ous change in our system of govern- 
ment. We will in that event pass 
from the era of constitutional liberty, 
guarded and protected by a written 
Constitution, into an era of legislative 
absolutism in recpect of many rights 
that are dear to all peoples who love ]

There are few positions in public 


life where the man and the power he 
wields are in perfect unity, but a case 
of that kind did occur inside the board 
of public works. Never was there a 
better illustration of this than a cir- 
cumstance which took place a short 
time before the death of Colonel War- 
ing^ brave soldier and an honest man. 
who had been selected to take charge 
of the street cleaning department, one 
of the most difficult and unthankful 
positions on the inside of our munici- 
pal administration. 
To reach its high- 


est ideal any man would need nerves 
of steel and a conscience as spotless as 
the mountain snow. The invitations 
to plunder were almost irresistible. 
Take the matter of measurement in 
filling in vacant lots with several 
thousand carts employed—one had 
only to add a foot or two to raise his 
income to a thousand dollars a day. 
The avenues of public plunder in the 
board of public works mipht have 
almost tempted a saint, much less a 
man indifferently honest. A skilful 
politician whose name is in every 
man's mouth to-day was only in an in- 
different second place, which he en- 
tered in poverty the most complete, 
yet in a little more than two years he 
could buy race courses and horses to 
run on them, he could wrestle with 
the Egyptian kings and beat them, he 
bought stocks and tradedin gold galore, 
he looked in a short time to become a 
multi-millionaire, he became at a 
single bound king of the automobiles; 
he was like our worthy mayor in one 
respect, for he knew a good thing 
when he saw it. 


While there was much evil in every 


department, there was also some good. 
Take as an instance our youthful con- 
troller, Bird S. Coler. He occupied the 
most important position in the city 
government. At all times he was in 
the possession of large sums of money 
which could be amply protected by 
the twenty or more magnificent safes 
belonging to his department. All the 
controller had to do was to put the 
money in the safe, calculate a com- 
bination and put the key in his pocket. 
The 
money on 
hand 
frequently 


amounted to millions, and it was in 
the controller's power to place any 
amount of those millions in his posses- 
sion in any bank that he chose 
For 


this depositing he received a large 
amount of interest, which every con- 
troller had put in his pocket. Mr. 
Coler was a banker; a close calculator 
of the accruements of capital. All the 
city required was that he should ac- 
count, dollar for dollar, for any money 
he had received for the support of the 
city government. This he did every 
time, but when it came to the interest, 
which had 
accumulated 
to many 


thousands, this foolish young man 
took it into his head that the interest 
as well as the principal belonged to 
the city of New York. There was no 
provision within the government for 
its disposal. The city did not want it, 
the controller felt that he could not 
conscientiously keep it, so, after a 
long debate, it was divided among the 
charitable institutions 
of the city. 


That was all very well for Mr. Coler. 
It heralded his fame from Dan to 
Beersheba and back from Beersheba 
to Dan; but how about'the next fellow 
who was looking for a fat place and 
a plethoric bank account? Whatever 
the goody-goodies think of Mr. Coler 
was shared in no part by his successor, 
and while all the reformers thought 
him worthy of canonization, his suc- 
cessor would have given him a place

There may not ba 
much money in the crowd to pay for 
her personal sacrifice and feeling, but 
what little there is she will get or 
know the reason why. Bravo ! bravo! 
Miss McMahon, we are with yon f rom 
start to finish. You have our god- 
speed for your victory, coupled with 
the hope that the lesson you teach 
these ruffians will not be forgotten by 
the present generation.

The fish proteclive act recently 


passed by the legislature contains 
many provisions which are radically 
different from the law it supersedes. 
A condensed summary of the new law, 
known'as Senate Bill No. 26, follows:— 


Section 1.—The following fish are 


placed in the protection of the act: 
Silmon, brook trout and all other 
members of the salmon or trout family, 
black bass, green or Oswego bass,

Noth- 
ing in the act is to prohibit the catch- 
ing of bait fl ih by the means of minnow 
nets for angling or scientific purposes 
or shall prohibit any person from catch- 
ing game fish with nets or during the 
closed season in waters owned by him- 
self for the purpose of stocking other 
waters, provided that the operation is 
conducted under the supervision of the 
fish commissioners.

"The world wos a long time learning 


the uses and value of rubber," says H. 
E. Armstrong In Alnslre's. "For two 
centuries after the Spaniards saw the 
gum in the hands of natives of the new 
world it was little more than a curios- 
ity. Old Herrea, who went with Co- 
lumbus on bis second voyage, made a 
note of an elastic ball which was mold- 
ed from the gurn of a tree. At their 
games the nude Haitians made it 
bound high In the air. The Aztecs were 
familiar with the gum and called it ulo. 
•nd from them the Spaniards learned 
to smear it on their coats to keep out 
the wet 
They had crossed the seas 


for gold and never dreamed of a time 
when the sticky milk the uncouth In- 
dians drew from strange trees would 
be worth more than the treasure of the 
hills. 


"Jose, king of Portugal, in 1555, comes 


down to us as the wearer of a pair of 
boots sent out to Para to be covered 
with a waterproof gum. Yet 300 years 
were to elapse before a Connecticut 
Yankee should make a pair of boots of 
rubber which would not decompose. 
Dr. Priestly, author of a work on 'Per- 
spective.' now forgotten, recorded that 
caoutchouc (pronounced kachook) was 
useful in small cubes for rubbing out 
pencil marks: hence the name rubber. 
The India linked with it refers to the 
savages who gathered it in the Amazon 
wilderness. Dr. Priestly's cubes were 
half an inch long and sold for 3 shil- 
lings, or 7o cents, apiece—a stiff price. 
for the finest rubber today is $1 a 
pound. 
Its price for ten years has 


ranged from 62 cents to S1.09.

The 
first waterproof cloth in 1797 was the 
work of an Englishman.

MOST COSTLY OF DRUGS. 


Jome Sell at Retail For More Than 


Their Weight In Gold. 


"The price of many drugs used in 


medicine Is astonishing to those who 
are not acquainted with the subject," 
remarked a druggist. "There are sev- 
eral that are worth their weight in 
gold (about $20 an ounce), while $2, 
$3 or $5 an ounce are quite common 
prices in pharmacy. I filled a prescrip- 
tion the other day that cost $25. But 
there Is one drug that I can recall 
which is worth much more than its 
weight in gold. That Is pseudo physo- 
Btlgmine. 1 don't think that it has a 
popular name. It is too rich for that. 
In the pharmacists' list it is quoted at 
$1 a grain, or $437.50 an ounce. The 
seed from which the drug is made 
grows In India and Brazil, as well as 
in parts of South Africa. 
This seed, 


tradition says, was once used by na- 
tive chiefs as an ordeal. 
The ordeal 


generally resulted In the death of the 
man upon whom it was tried and so 
was considered as a great truth finder. 
The prepared drug is sometimes used 
now in prescriptions for the treatment 
of heart disease. 
> 


"Another drag which takes the palm 


for costliness Is, curiously enough, the 
one which is perhaps the most widely 
known by name of them all to the gen- 
eral public—namely, musk. Its retail 
price at the present moment is about 
$50 an ounce, $UOO a pound apothecary, 
or 2y2 times the value of pure gold, 24 
carats fine. It Is obtained from the 
musk deer, a very rare animal, and is 
contained In a follicle, of which there 
Is only one in each animal, so that ail 
ounce of the drug represents approxi- 
mately one of these precious animals 
As it Is largely used for scent, the de- 
mand constantly exceeds the supply 
and the price has been steadily ad- 
vancing. There is no reason why it 
should not go to $250 or $500 an ounce 
during the nest few years, as the musk 
deer is gradually vanishing from tin- 
face of the earth."—Kansas City Jour- 
nal.

St. Patrick were esteemed places of 
healing. To these spots, generally holy 
wells, the people of the poor and igno- 
rant classes still resort as pious pil- 
grims taking relief from their infirmi- 
ties. They drink of the sacred waters 
and circle about the fount on their 
knees while repeating their prayers, 
and it is a curious fact, as we are in- 
formed by an old time traveler in Ire- 
land, that this circling was formerly 
done "groveling on hands and knees or 
even lying flat on the ground and wrig- 
gling like a snake." This must un- 
doubtedly have been a relic of the an- 
cient rites, though tbe people had not 
the slightest idea of its origin or even 
that such a religion had ever existed 
on their island. 


In the same way they still on Bel- 


tane eve (Bel-tinne, or Bel's fire) kindle 
"bale fires" on the summit of every 
hill and send flaming wheels rolling 
down their sides, though ignorant that 
they are celebrating a day consecrated 
to Bel, or Baal, by their Phoenician am! 
Irish ancestors, who observed it in a 
precisely similar manner.—New Lippin- 
cbtt. 


Requirements of a Good Stroke Onr. 


During practice a good stroke is one 


who is regular iu his rowing and easy 
to follow. He must give the big men 
plenty of time to finish the stroke out. 
He must keep them swinging steadily, 
and In a trial over the whole or any 
portion of the course he must get ev- 
ery possible ounce of work out of them, 
so that they are completely rowed out 
without having got short or flurried on 
the way. In a race he must know the 
capabilities of bis crew and must be 
able to feel how they are going, when 
they want easing off and when they 
are capable of higher pressure, while 
above all he must have that degree of 
generalship which will enable him to 
decide in a well contested race when 
to put the pressure on In order to take 
the advantage of station at a certain 
point of the course, when to ease off 
If he is holding his opponent at a 
slower rate of stroke, how far it is 
necessary for him to save himself for 
an effort at the end and especially iu 
a really close contest the exact mo- 
ment at which he should make the 
"grande attaque."—Saturday Review.

Is honeycombed with hundreds of holes 
Tbe crabs spend most of their tin) 
collecting dead leaves, which they car 
ry In tbeir claws, holding them up ove 
tbeir beads, and drag down into tbei 
burrows, into which they scuttle at th 
least alarm.—Pearson's Magazine.
